NKW YOKK, Nov. 6, 1857. 


Mr. Editor,—In spite of the telegraphic 


facilities, the returns of our Stale Election 
have, somehow, contrived to straggle in 
rather lazily this time j but it begins to bo 
at last apparent that an enormous falling 
oft' in the popular vote—almost wholly on 
the Republican side—has given thc State 
partially if not entirely into the hands of 
the Buchanan administration party. They 
have doubtless carried the State ticket by 
eight or ten thousand majority. Tlie Sen- 
ate may still be ours, but the assembly 
(hst year Republican by 50 majority) is 
now largely against us. 


The city is about as "Democratic"—to

One thing, iu connexion with last Tues- 


day's contest in the city, deserves especial 
notice. 
I doubt if, within the last quarter 


of a century, our citi/ens have experienced 
so quiet and orderly an election. 
This re- 


sult, beyond all controversy, is to be credit- 
ed to the act o! the last Legislature utterly 
forbidding the sale of intoxicating liquors 
on the day of Election, and requiring the 
various ticket stands to be stationed at a 
respectful distance from the polls. Out of 
the whole number of 175 election districts, 
within the city limits, I believe there was 
nothing like disorderly conduct in half a 
dozen. 
Jn most cases, quiet citizens had 


full opportunity to vote, without either dif- 
ficulty or danger. This is a great and ex- 
cellent advance in the right direction—and 
I hope it may be sustained in future. 


The financial disorders are evidently but 


slowly mending. Specie is pouring into the 
city by millions—the Liverpool and Cali- 
fornia steamers this week bringing jointly 
seven or eight horse loads of gold, (count- 
ing half a ton avoirdupois to each horse.) 
The stock market, however, is still unset- 
tled, and provisions in general show a de- 
cline; but there is more money, more 
.heerfulness and activity in nearly all de- 
partments of business, and a much better 
prospect than there was a month ago. Still, 
the statement of the Daily Gooselieud, that 
"money is rapidly accumulating, and capita- 
lists are becoming exceedingly puzzled to 
linow wltat to do with it," is a little too flat 
to catch any body but fools with.
